State Building on Ballots 
LOS ANGELES, March 10.^-Re- 

quests for an appropriation of $2000 
to be used in circulating an initiative 
petition in order to place on the ballot 
in the state election in November the 
question of whether $1,000,000 should 
be appropriated for a state building in 
Los Angeles were made of the council. 

Representatives of the City club, the 
Merchants' and Manufacturers' asso­ 
ciation, the chamber of commerce and 
several organizations appeared before 
the council to urge the appropriation, 
which was referred to the finance'com­ 
mittee.

Race Proves Street Benefit
SANTA MONICA, March 10. This 

city has benefited in more ways than 
one by the recent automobile races. 
Street Superintendent Carter said that 
in his opinion it would not be neces­ 
sary to make any repairs to the course 
during the next two years. The streets 
over which the automobiles raced are 
in much better condition than any 
other streets of the city. »

The total receipts of the Vanderbilt 
Cup and Grand Prix races were $43,- 
000, according to the racing commit­ 
tee.

Of this sum, $20,000 was expended 
in prize money to the winners. The 
remaining $23,000 is divided between 
the city of Santa Monica and the Auto­ 
mobile Association of America.

Hereafter, it was announced, the 
racing committee of Santa Monica will 
manage all- races on the Santa Monica 
course from that place, selecting from 
Los Angeles such auto racing experts 
as the committee desires to aid in the 
work.

CINCINNATI, March lO.-VTo prove 
that he has a suit and helmet which 
are absolutely fire-defying. Martin 
Panian,of Eveleth, Minn., has allowed 
himself to be cast into the flames at a 
demonstration held by the Crescent 
Tool company. Panian was obscured 
by walls of lire for five 'minutes, and 
then stepped out through a blazing 
certain of flame, cool and calm.

Tlie helmet is of metal, with two 
layurs of water and iireproofed can­ 
vas inside. The same water rushes 
between similar layers of canvas that 
form the inside of the suit from shoul­ 
ders to feet.

To obviate the chances of the water 
becoming heated, vents at the bauds 
tttlow the water to escape. The ex- 
lerlor of the suit .is flreproofed can- 

/vas. : One part of a hose is equipped 
with^on air fan, and this Is driven by 
wajer power, the air rushing through 
a small tube and entering at the hel­ 
met.

CUSTOM RECEIPTS OF
LOS ANQELES INCREAS

LOS ANGELES, March 10.  "I 
there ever has been any doubt ahou 
the commercial importance of Los An 
geles harbor, it is dispelled now b 
one little fact that became known dur 
ing the past week. The only port 1 
the United States showing an increas 
in custom receipts for the month o 
February was our own. This in itsel 
is not of such consequence as the fac 
that all other ports showed decide 
decreases, owing to the operation o 
the new tariff laws. In spite, ofthi 
smaller volume of receipts, Los An 
geles still maintained its increase ove 
preceding months.

"This increase would indicate tha 
the volume of business done, the ac 
tual tonnage of foreign merchandise 
entered, must have been exceedingly 
large to overcome a large reduction in 
tariff receipts and still show a gain o 
increase. It is my honest conviction 
that the possibilities of this seapor 
are so great that none of us have ven 
tured anywhere near the truth forfea; 
of being unduly optimistic."

GYROSCOPIC AIRSHIP'S
SPEED 80 MILES AN HOUR

LONDON, March 9. A gyroscopi 
airship is the latest idea,'and the man 
who claims to have invented It, Alfred 
Rutt, says he will give a demonstra 
tion within a few days.

"My-machine," Mr. Rutt says, "has 
risen over a thousand feet, and has at 
tained a speed of eighty miles an hour 
It is cylindrical, with bluntly pointed 
ends. Its landing apparatus is a sim 
pie pair of skids. When it alights on 
the sea it is so arranged that it floats 
upright.

"The motive power is provided by 
six gyroscopes, worked by a pe'trol en 
gine, and the secret of their action is 
my discovery after six years of the 
closest study of the gyroscope. The 
gyros raise the-machine, and then, by 
altering the incidence of the planes of 
revolution, they propel her. The ma­ 
chine has one disadvantage at present 
t cannot swerve and twist as does the 

aeroplane."

GREATEST YEAR ON RECORD IN 
POINT OF ACTIVITY

Annual U. 8. Land Office Report Shows
7,891,790 Acres Still Remain In

Southern California for
Settlement

WASHINGTON, March 10.  Nearly 
,000,000 acres of government land in 
he Los Angeles land office district, 
omprising nine counties of Southern 
California, remain open to entry under 
he federal land laws, according to the 
nnual report of the commissioner of 
he general land office. Of this great 
,rea more than one-third lies in San

Bernardino county, with a large pro- 
iortion in Riverside county. 

The report shows that the unappro- 
riated and unreserved territory meas- 
res 7,891,790 acres, of which 5,670,366 
cres have been surveyed and are now 
eady for occupancy. The following

PRESIDENT OF NEW YORK MERCHANTS' ASSOCIATION DISCUSSES 

THE NEEDS OF BUSINESS MEN THROUGHOUT UNITED STATES

Express Companies Give the Much Needed Quick transportation for

Perishable Products Which Government Service Cannot Provide 

Comparison of Two Services Shows Urgent Need of Both

NEW YORK, March 10. In a state­ 
ment on advantages and disadvantages 
of the parcel post, and the express 
company service in their relation to 
the 'needs of the shipper and the mer­ 
chant,. William A. Marble, president 
of the Merchants' association of New 
York; has'made public statistics that
are proving

"The limitations of the parcel post 
are as follows:

"It does not provide a pick-up ser­ 
vice, or, in other words, does not make 
collections of articles for shipment, 
such as is* made by the express com­ 
panies, and therefore the merchants 
and shippers are put to an extra ex­ 
pense, which in many cases is a. heavy 
one, ipf paying the drayage or trans­ 
portation to the shipment station.

"It does not adequately provide for 
safety, as the same process o! ship­ 
ment is used practically for all forms 
of articles.

"It does not provide adequate-Indem­ 
nity for loss. '  - '

"It does not provide any indemnity 
for damage.'  

Cites Many Detriments ~
"It excludes a wide range of com­ 

modities from quick transportation.
."It prevents valuable packages from 

being securely closed.
"It is obvious that unless all these 

[imitations be removed the parcel post 
cannot effectively serve numerous im­ 
perative transportation needs.

"It is absolutely essential to the 
business community particularly that \ which the parcel post does not under- 
provision for all these1 varied forms of i take. It does not effectively provide 
service be continued. That is equiva-1 for many commodities for which quick 
ent to saying that the express ser- and especially organized transporta- 

vice whidh provides these services tion is reuqired to meet business de-

by receipts. The movement of the 
shipments must be recorded.

"Precautions must be taken against 
damage. The complete safety of val­ 
uable packages must be assured. In­ 
demnity against both loss and damage 
must be given., Every class of traffic 
requiring quick movement must be 
provided for. All of these require­ 
ments for a complete and adequate ser­ 
vice the express companies meet. As 
I have shown, the parcel post meets

insufficient insurance. Of course, it 
could be so expanded as to meet some 
of them, but to do so it would have to 
employ identically the same machin­ 
ery as that of the express companies 
and at equal cost.

Big Public Benefit
"The parcel post is an immense pub­ 

lic benefit. Prior to its creation there 
was a gap in transportation facilities. 
The operations of the express compa­ 
nies are in the main restricted to the 
lines of the railways. So long as the 
express companies were the only ve 
hides- of parcel service, all rural sec­ 
tions of the United States, all the pop­ 
ulation not living in or adjacent to 
Jailroad towns, were without any or­ 
ganized or effective means for cheap 
and speedy transmission . of parcels. 
Wherever there is need for postal ser­ 
vice there is likewise need for parcel 
service.

Room for Both
"There are numerous services now

must be preserved in order that Indis­ 
pensable functions which the postal 
service does not, and in some respects 
cannot,, perform may nevertheless con- 
inue to be performed.

May Force Retirement 
"If the weight limit in the parcel 

>ost be raised to 100 pounds, as has 
>een suggested, the volume of traffic 
available to the express companies 
will be so impaired as to make their 
business profitless and force their re- 
irement.

More than 90 per cent of all the ex­ 
press shipments leaving New York are 
merchants' shipments. For their 
irompt and economical movement it 
s absolutely, necessary -that they is$ 

collected by highly organized wagon 
service. Shippers must be protected

"Perishable fruits, meats, milk, but­ 

ter, poultry and many food products 
require not only perfectly organized 
machinery for quick and absolutely 
regular movement, but some of them 
also require refrigeration service. This 
involves special trains and train sched­ 
ules, icehouses en route, exact co-or­ 
dination of movement, and various 
special facilities entirely different 
from those suitable for ordinary fast 
traffic.

"When I contend that the parcel post 
should not be so extended ̂  as to in­ 
vade the legitimate field of express 
operations, I believe I voice the senti-

The heavy planting is intended -as 

ompensation for reductions during 
he preceding two years, which were 
nusually dry and which left many 
treams in such condition, that the 
rout were entirely eliminated.

COTTON IMPORTS EXCEED
$61,000 IN VALUE

LOS ANGELES, March 10. The ef­ 
fect of. low tariff on importations into 
the customs district of Southern Cali­ 
fornia was keenly felt during the' 
month of February, when almost the 
entire list of importations came under 
the free-of-duty clause. This is shown 
in the monthly report of Collector of 
Customs" J. B. Elliott.

Cotton again was the principal im­ 
port. There is no duty on cotton, but 
the value of that commodity for the 
month was fixed at $6'! ,680. Total im­ 
portations of cotton comprised 587,431 
pounds. Coffee, also a free product, 
was next on the list. Nearly 500,000 
pounds of coffee came,in from foreign 
countries, with a-valuation of $55,431. 
An increase in cattle Importations was 
shown, 2,179 head, valued at $42.475, 
having been imported. Other free-list 
articles showing gains were seeds, fer­ 
tilizers and tea. Dutiable articles 
among the principal exports were 
wines, liquors, linoleoum and earthen­ 
ware.

Owing to the large shipments of cot­ 
ton through the port of Calexico, Mex­ 
ico was again at the head of the list 
of the countries exporting commodi­ 
ties to the United States. The value 
of Mexican shipments was fixed at 
$129,444.

SANTA MONICA, March 10.  No

This was the policy announced by 
Mayor Thomas H. Dudley of Santa 
Monica.

"Unless the people of Santa Monica 
approve the matter by a majority 
vote," said Mayor Dudley, "tliere wil 
be no more racing on. the Santa Mon 
ica course. 
* "The. racing necessitates, the closing 
of the boulevards -constituting the rac< 
track during the practice periods and 
on the race days. '

"There are some who object to the 
closing of these streets. There are 
some who object to automobile races 
being held there. And there are those 
others who favor the racing.

"Therefore, it is only just and rlghi 
that the whole question Of whether 
each race be allowed should be put up 
to the people for their vote. If the 
majority favors the race, it will go on 
If sentiment thus expressed is unfavor 
able, the race will not be held on the 
Santa Monica track."

It is likely that the first of a series 
of elections will decide whether the 
proposed $50,000 prize free-for-all auto

shall be held on this famous course.
